Claim 2 : page 5, line 3, "said motor" should be change to ~ a motor - to overcome the 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 : the limitation " for transferring operating pressure exterior to the inner housing 
into the inner housing" is confusing, because it is unclear how the pressure exterior to the inner 
housing into the housing. This can be corrected as: for transferring operating pressure 
exterior of the inner housins into the inner housing for producing contacting pressure between 
said inner housing and said rotors - 

Appropriate correction is required.
